Damage Done,

Rotterdam, Aug. 23.—Shortly after day-
break the Germans defending the Bel-
gian coast In the neighborhood of Zee-
burgge and Knocke were suddenly sub-
jected (o m terrible bombardment by a
large fleet of British warshipe.

The fleet, which comprised about thirty
targe and small vessels, suddenly opened
a withering fire on the coast defenses of
the German garrison. Which for some
time has been free from the militant at-
tentions of the allied fleet.

The Germans, who recently had been
boasting that no fleet now dare face the
| big German coast deflense guns, were
caught napping at Zeebrugge. which was
the chief object of the attack and suf-
fered enormously from the bombardment.

The firing lasted three hours. The pig
naval guns, it Is believed, smashed a
large portion of the defense works.
